Most j.pf w.the .Impleraen are 
hïndmïde'and' prirâUiyé, the need 
lea being of wbale-bone, the eye 
made from a dent of .'a rock. The 
^i. leather which Is from ths skin of 
the whale or other Arctic animal, 
la ehewed Into shape.

' In native costume. Apparently both 
' iexcs wear approximately the same 
style clothing but the distlhguishing 
factors arc the tail-piece attached 
onto the jackets and the large hood 
of the -women to carry the cliildren.

They went through the Foreign 
Exchange Oept, the Teletype Dept, 
the Staff Dept., the Cost Analysis 
Dept, and the Securities Dept., and 
were shown the whole organization 
of the bank. The bookkeeping and 
filing equipment' -was examined, 
and their operations were explained. 

Following the tour, the students 
heard a brief talk by the Secretary 
General of the Bank of Montreal, 
who spoke on the organization and 
functions of the bank.
